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Citizens Win: Federal Zoning Commission 


Court Affirms 
District’s Right to 
Regulate Universities

In a case of profound importance to the District govern- 
ment and D.C. residential communities, a federal judge on April 
12 affirmed the constitutionality of the District’s zoning regula- 


tions concerning universities. The specific case involved George. 


Washington University, its proposed 2000-2010 campus plan 
and, indirectly, the ongoing worst case of freewheeling negative 
community impact by an institution in the city. 

Having failed to secure total approval by the D.C. Board of 
Zoning Adjustment of an ambitious 10-year campus plan projec- 
tion, the university sued the city and some of its officers, claim- 
ing to be exempt from city regulation on constitutional grounds. 
Had this line of reasoning prevailed, the city basically would 
have (1) no control over its numerous large and impacting uni- 
versities, as they exist within the larger community, (2) had its 
regulatory responsibilities severely compromised, and (3) had its 
taxbase communities around universities, already suffering from 
negative impact, left open even further to encroachment. 


The specific case involved the [GWU] 
campus plan and, indirectly, the 
ongoing worst case of freewheeling 
negative community impact by an 
institution in the city. 

The court decision affirmed that the District of Columbia has 
the right to regulate the land use of universities, including the 
BZA’s capability to set an overall limit on the number of students. 


(An overall GWU cap of 20,000 students has been reinforced by 
the decision.) By normal inference, the BZA also can mandate 


that a certain percentage of students be housed within campus - 


boundaries. Evenhandedly, however, the court ruled against a 
BZA requirement that 70% of undergraduates must be housed 
within campus boundaries by a certain time, since it saw “no rea- 
son to anticipate that GW will not honor its commitment to con- 
struct, well before the expiration of the campus plan, additional 
on-campus dormitories . . . to meet the Board’s requirement.” 


GW Disputed City’s Right to Regulate 


The George Washington University is the first of the District’s 
numerous colleges to dispute the city’s right or duty to regulate 
large institutions. Georgetown University has filed a pending law-

ANC/Neighbors 
Oppose Sidewalk 
Cafe 

At a special meeting in 
early May, ANC-2A voted to 
oppose an application for a 
sidewalk cafe in the front of 
the River Inn on 25th Street. 
A large number of nearby res- 
idents attended the meeting 
and agreed that such a cafe 
would be noisy and most dis- 
ruptive to nearby homes, the 
nearest being no more than 
two or three feet away. 

The application was sub- 
mitted by Conrad Cafritz of 
Alamac, Inc., the owner of. the 
hotel, and proposes ten tables 
with 30 chairs, 5' wide um- 
brellas, and a large awning 5' 
by 40'. The current 9" wide 
landscaping in front of the 
hotel would be replaced by a 
narrow planting box. 

The resolution pointed 
out that the ANC has tradi- 
tionally supported outdoor 
cafes in commercial areas, 
such as the outdoor seating at 
the Melrose and Marcel’s. on 
Pennsylvania Avenue. But this 
proposed cafe would be in a 
strictly residential area, and is 
considered most inappropriate 
by the hotel’s neighbors. The

Declines ANC 
Amenity Package 


At an April 27 meeting, the Foggy Bottom and West End 
Advisory Neighsorhood Commission proposed an amenity 
package for GW’s 1957 E Street project “should the [Zoning] 
Commission, despite all the evidence to the contrary, grant 
GWU’s application in this case.” 

However, at a hearing on May 13, the Zoning Commission de- 
clined to consider the ANC’s proposal, due to its lateness and be- 
cause it had not been negotiated with GW. The Commission then 
accepted the amenity package offered earlier by GW, including a 
grant for a feeding program for needy residents of Foggy Bottom. 
The Zoning Commission chair, Carol Mitten, also pointed out 
the shortcomings and nonenforceability of the provisions of the 
original planned unit development, seeming to declare moot the 
ANC’s claims that GW had violated these conditions. 

Included in the proposed package was a requirement for GW 
to “contribute $400,000 per year over the next five years . . . to the 
Foggy Bottom Association (FBA), to be used exclusively as a commu- 
nity defense fund to protect and enhance the non-University residen- 
tial community.” The resolution cited the FBA’s 501(C) 3 status, and 
called it “the principal community/civic association in ANC-2A. ...” 

FBA President Jacqueline Lemire wrote ANC Chair Elizabeth 
Elliott supporting the proposal, citing FBA’s “organizational struc- 
ture and proven financial capability, along with our many years of 
experience in working on a myriad of issues. . . .” Examples of uses 
to be made of the fund mentioned were “expert consultants, such 
as lawyers, traffic engineers, historic preservationists, et al... .”

up, and are not attractive to the 
hundreds of daily passersby: 


should do so from the eastern- 
most lane of 23rd Street. That 
change has already been made 
with the installation of street 
signs indicating that cars turn- 
ing east should be in the east- 
ernmost lane at that point. 

(2) Other traffic continuing 
south beyond L Street toward 
the Circle should travel in the 


two western lanes. However, in 
non-rush hours, one of these 
lanes is currently reserved for 
parking. The recommendation 
is that non-rush hour parking 
on 23rd Street between L Street 
and the Circle be moved from 
the west side to the east side of 
the block, resulting in two un- 
encumbered lanes at all times.

suit to dispute BZA findings regarding aspects of its own campus 
plan, including an enrollment cap. Other universities are doubtless 
watching the two cases closely. All D.C. universities are in the 
same (D.C.) Consortium of Universities and share common inter- 
ests and, often, the same land-use law firms. It was imperative for 
our recovering city to win this crucial GWU case. Now that the 
city is finally getting a professional regulatory grip on its various 
components, it could scarcely afford to have loose-cannon status 
conferred on an important component—colleges and universities.

The judge also dismissed university claims that the require- 
ment for periodic campus plans and special-exception permis- 
sion for specific projects places more rigorous—and therefore 
improper—requirements for university use.

The Foggy Bottom Association and ANC 2-A worked long 
and hard on this case, so important to the neighborhood’s con- 
tinued existence. The Federation’s Legal Aid Foundation kept 
close track of it as well, and [its] Impacted Communities Com- 
mittee met as needed to compare and consult on campus plans 
city-wide—the GW case being the bellwether. 

Most credit, however, goes to the Office of the Corporation 
Counsel, which assessed the importance of the contention, brought 
in a special lead attorney, prepared excellent briefs and defended 
the case in open court. Also commendable, and more basically 
so, was the D.C. Board of Zoning Adjustment, which identified 
the important issues in this case and had the fortitude to resist 
the legalistic casuistry of a powerful, self-interested institution.

Two other proposals called for GW to contribute $500,000 to 
the D.C. Downtown Cluster of Congregations for its outreach 


programs for the homeless in the ANC-2A community, and an- 
other $500,000 to the West End Library for new book purchases. 


GW Alters Feeding Program Proposal 


At about the same time, GWU altered an amenity package 
proposed earlier by the West End Citizens Association to locate a 
Sholl’s cafeteria in the Hall on Virginia Avenue, and contribute 
$500,000 for a feeding program for “needy elderly and other low 
income residents of Foggy Bottom.” The new proposal makes no 
mention of Sholl’s, but indicates meals would be provided “at 
one or more food service venues in Foggy Bottom, such as ven- 
ues in GW owned or leased facilities.” The recipient of the funds 
would be the “Foggy Bottom Feeding Program Foundation,” in- 
corporated recently by several members of the West End Citizens 
Association. At the May hearing, the Zoning Commission made 
a point of prohibiting the use of any funds for salaries. 


Board Members Challenge WECA Actions 


The actions taken in this matter by representatives of the 
West End group have been challenged in writing by WECA 
Board Members Lucille Molinelli and Donald Kreuzer. (Mrs. 
Molinelli is also WECA Treasurer and her late husband was the 
longtime activist and WECA President Jimmy Molinelli.) Their 
letter to Zoning Commission Chair Carol Mitten charges that 
the WECA Board was not consulted, nor was there any public 
meeting of WECA members to discuss or vote on the proposal. 
The letter indicated that they disapprove of the agreement 
WECA made with GWU, and urged the group to “return to the 
community and work with the other citizens’ organizations. . . .” 

The details of the decision will be spelled out when its 
official order is published.

What a 
cliché (but perfect!) 

The next morning we had 
breakfast at the Owl Cafe. The 
Owl started as a little watering 
hole that achieved fame after 
the proprietors started serving 
hamburgers with the beer at 
the request of the scientists 
and military personnel associ- 
ated with the nuclear program 
in the 40’s and 50’s there. It’s 
an upscale greasy spoon, if 
you will, with cheerful wait- 
resses who never let us see the 
bottoms of our coffee cups and 
served us “all the bad things 
that are good for you.”

Texas stirred a sense of antici- 
pation in me. When we finally 
crossed the border, both Jim 
and I let out a loud YEE-HAH. 
There were steak joints along 
the highway and the smell of 
roasting tenderloins, filets and 
burgers flew in through the 
open windows. Texas smelled 
like steak. Imagine that. Every- 
thing was big in Texas (another 
cliché, I know, but true 
nonetheless )—Cadillac SUV’s, 
block-long houses. It offered a 
vast Edna Ferber-esque land- 
scape that took hours to drive 
through. We passed ranches 
and cotton fields with balers 
working late into the afternoon. 
It reminded me of North Car- 
olina—miles and years away 
from the middle of Texas.

We arrived late in the evening 
at our host Paul’s house. He 
was an old friend of Jim’s, 
with an authetic Cajun drawl 
and banana and orange trees 
in the yard. The humidity was 
stifling but I was. glad to be 
staying in a house rather than 
a motel (or hotel for that mat- 
ter). The house had ceiling 
fans—even on the sleeping 
porch where I slept like a baby 
in a hammock. The next day 
we got out into the city only to 
experience a nightmarish 
traffic jam and closed streets.

We could feel the 
presence of the ghosts of Patsy 
Kline and Hank Williams as 
we walked the sidewalks of 
that famous little strip. That 
was really all to there was to 
see in Nashville, except the cu- 
rious architecture of the Bell 
South building.
